Fittingly for the venue, it 
was exhibition of the first 
order: everything that’s great 
in s6ecer waS on view. — 

There. can be. no..more 
doubt: Manchester United are 
great — probably the greatest 
team ever seen in this count- 
ry. 
And that includes such 
traditional. ‘‘yardsticks” as 
Rapid of 1955 or Everton of 
1964. 

Take George Best, for ex- 


ample, who almost sét the 
fine Brisbane turf on fire last 
Sunday. 

His incredible dribbling 
tuns, at top speed, would 
make a slalom skiing champ- 
ion proud. 


In this slight, smallish Irish- 
man Sydney fans will have the 
privilege of seeing possibly 
the greatest contemporary 
wiiger in the world. \ 

Or take Bobby Charlton, 
if you like, embodiment of 
elegance, grace, dynamism 
and superb control, directing 
his magnificent orchestra with 
the skill and authority of a 
Tescanini. 

But it takes more than an 
irrepressible Irishman or a 
dashing Englishman to make 
Manchester United and 
they’ve got what it takes. 

It will be interesting to see 
if their steel-like defence will 
be tested on Wednesday night. 


Stiles and Crerand, for ex- 
ample, need the atmosphere 
of a contest to produce their 
best — and in Brisbane they 
looked like two Rolls Royce 
engines idling. 


Stepney, their goalkeeper, 


should also be worth seeing 


in action — if only the Syd- 
ney forwards can make him 
stretch out. 

Of course, the big question 
concerning tonight’s match. is: 
just how much Manchester 
United will have to exert 
themselves to win by a “de- 
cent” margin. 

That win they will I don’t 
doubt. 

But it’s unlikely that the 
Sydney XI. will be half “as 
easy to subdue as was Queens- 
land. 

With due respect to the 
Brisbane players, the Sydney 
team is much stronger al- 
though it’s the youngest we 
ever fielded. 

Seven of the Sydney play- 
ers are products of Australian 
soccer. 

Despite predictions and pro- 
mises to the contrary, Sydney 
is almost certain to form a 
tight defensive screen to keep 
down the score. 

If they do, they may 
achieve two things simultane- 
ously: they will force Man- 
chester United into a more 
serious combat and _ force 
them to produce something 
close to their best. 


From what I saw in the 
Brisbane.~ match, the -Man- 
chester defendérs and mid- 


field players are not terribly 
keen to contest every ball. 
Time and time again they 
allowed their opponents to 
get into the game and they 
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tackled almost reluctantly. 

Indeed, they appear to be 
consciously striving to make a 
match of their encounters’ in- 
stead of hogging the ball con- 
stantly, as they undoubtedly 
could. 

Let’s be realistic about the 
outcome of this match: Man- 
chester will win and the actual 
margin will be unilaterally de- 
termined by them. 

But all this is really rather 


unimportant. 
What is important is that 
the youthful Sydney XI. 


‘should try to make Manches- 
ter United “stretch out” as 
much as they can. 

We expect the Sydney play- 
ers to do their best — but 
we don’t want them to “pro- 
ve” anything to their loyal 
fans by getting “stuck in”. 

The match in Brisbane was 
a real soccer fiesta, played 
in magnificent ‘spirit — and 
that’s what we hope for in 
the Sydney encounter.

The match was played in 
true international atmos- 
phere with both teams 
striving desperately for a 
win in 90 minutes ‘of all- 
action soccer. 


Australia, on Wednesday 
came close to international 
class for the first time. 

Our defence, certainly, 
was world class and both 
Scottish goals were unstop- 
pable. 

Our attack again paled 
in comparison with the 
defence where Cook was 
back at his best and Shep- 
herd was cool, reliable and 
determined. 

Had Australia’ played 
with Scotland’s classy wing- 
ers, McLean and Morgan, 
who gave scintillating dis- 
plays, we would have won 
comfortably. 

Australia, however, at- 
tacked more’frequently than 
in Sydney and their attacks 
were mounted with more 
purpose and confidence. 

Tackling on both ‘sides 
was again hard, but the 
game was not nearly as 
rough as in Sydney thanks 
to the firm refereeing of 
Victoria’s D. Maitland. 

The match produced good 
international football. 


Scots’ stamina 


Scotland tried to win by 
as many goals as they could 
to silence their critics, but 
every player had to give 
the very best of himself to 
scrape home by the odd 
goal. 

The score was a fair in- 
dication of play as the 
visitors were the more skil- 
ful and fitter side. 

In the final count it was 
only the Scots’ superior 
stamina that gave them vic- 
tory. 

Our gallant part-timers 
faded in the last 25 minutes 
while the Scots were going 
as strong as ever. 


Yet we held out . 


Any Australian. team up 
three years ago 
would have collapsed in the 


face of the pressure Scot- 
land exerted in the dying 
stages, and would have 
conceded another three or 
four goals. 


But not this team. 


No one panicked, every 
player stood his ground 
and that wonderful defence 
actually prevented the 
Scots from having anything 
more than half chances — 
despite their big territorial 
midfield advantage in the 
last 25 minutes or so. 


The entire Australian 
defence was first class with 
Hughes, Marnoch, and Wat- 
kiss, not necessarily in that 
order, at the top of the 
tree. 


Blue, who came in place 
of the injured McMeechan, 
after 15 minutes, played 
much better than in Syd- 
ney in a role which suited 
him. better. 


Opportunist Baartz 


Baartz scored a fine op- 
portunist goal and con- 
firmed his budding talent 
as did Westwater, a tireless 
worker with the heart of a 
lion.

The first Scottish goal 
came completely against the 
run of play when Australia 
were well on top and on 
the verge of opening the 
score.

The very hard match in 
Adelaide took its toll on 
our part-timers, and in the 
last 20 minutes on Sunday 
they surrendered the initia- 
tive to the Scots — the 
only time during the match 
the Scots were in complete 
control. 

Although the Australians 
ran out of stamina the 
Scots were only able to 
score one goal as our 
defence remained as cool 
and efficient as ever. 


This Australian defence 
is really something. 

It may not fill the 
purists with glee, but it 
proved conclusively against 
the Scots in all three 
matches that the days when 
touring teams ran up 
cricket scores against our 
national side are well and 
truly over. 

Just as in Sydney and 
Adelaide, Scotland had to 
fight desperately to win. 


This is a compliment to 
the Australian team because 
the Scots played their best 
match in Australia on 
Sunday. 

Their displays in Ade-

As the minutes ticked 
by, Australia’s condition ran 
out and we were pinned 
down in our half of the 
field by the Scots, still full 
of running. 

In the 82nd minute, 
McCalliog, who played his 
best game in Australia, 
headed a Townsend free- 
kick after an unnecessary 
foul by Van Blerk — over 
the heads of the Australian 
defence where the alert 
Ferguson beat Rorke with 
a neat header.

In Brisbane last Sunday Manchester United 
gave an inkling of their enormous talent in trounc- 


ing Queensland 7-0. 


But forget the score: 
neither team regarded it as 
really important. 

Manchester, playing prob- 
ably at half-pace, could 
have scored .many more 
while Queensland certainly 
missed at least two “sitters.” 


This was a good-natured 
encounter, made so by the 
intelligent attitude of both 
teams. 

Manchester, very cleverly, 
refused to fight for every 
single ball as they would 
in a league match and thus 


gave the Queenslanders 
plenty of chances to get into 
the game. 


This was most apparent 
midfield where Crerand and 
Stiles, two of the best 
tacklers in British soccer, 
played with obvious re- 
straint, doing’ no more 
intercepting than absolutely 
necessary. 

Queensland, on the 
other hand, were determined 
to give the huge crowd 
value for their money and 
refused to retreat into a 
defensive formation. 

They often attacked and 
did so bravely, with up to 
seven players, fully under- 
standing their role in this 
splendid exhibition game. 

They could have tight- 
ened their defence but they 
didn’t bother: for this they 
deserve praise. 

Manchester United  sel- 
dom exerted themselves to 
get these goals — most 
came rather easily for 
them. 

They were at their dead- 
liest in their counter-attacks 
when either Aston or Best 
shot away on the wing, 
spreadeagling the Queens- 
land defence. 

In the Manchester de- 
fence the cool, steady young 


stopper, Sadler, stood out. 

This versatile young 
fellow — equally at home 
at centre forward — showed 


what a modern stopper is 
like. 

Both fullbacks are the 
modern, overlapping types; 
possessing extraordinary 
speed and steadiness, they 
often performed as wingers. 

As we said ___ earlier, 
Crerand and Stiles had 
little to do and were not 
really in their element. 


Dazzling best 


During the entire 90 
minutes the feared Stiles 
did not put in one of his 
legendary tackles, prefer- 
ring to intercept the ball 
through intelligent _posi- 
tioning. 

The star of the whole 
match can be found in the 
forward line: what George 
Best. did was the pinnacle 
of football. — 

His dazzling runs, cut- 
ting in and out past defen- 
ders were Matthews at his 
best; his shooting power 
was that of a young 
Garrincha. 

Short of putting him in 
iron shackles there was ab- 
solutely no way of stop- 
ping him. 

Charlton did not play 
his usual role as he seldom 
bothered to help out in 
defence. 


He was content to play 
deep, feeding the ball to 
his partners and have an 
occasional burst that swept 
him past three defenders in 
almost as many steps. 


His rocket-like: goal was 
suitable reminder of his 
phenomenal power: 
great run he whacked the 
ball in from some 30 
yards. 


In Aston and the very 
young Kidd, Matt Busby has 
two brilliant young stars. 


Exciting prospect 


Aston is the more mature 
— but perhaps Kidd is the 
more exciting prospect. 


This lanky 17-year-old 
boy has extraordinary bail 
control and overall ability; 
the way he gently pushes 
his passes and trots into the 
empty spaces reminded me 
of a  mini-Albert of 
Hungary. 

Cantwell, in the role of 
the makeshift centre for- 
ward, proved that he is 
versatile enough to play 
anywhere. 

While no Denis ‘Law, he 
was always dangerous. in 
front of goal and certainly 
fitted well into the United 
machine. 

The Queensland team, 
while outclassed, was not 
disgraced. 

They played bravely, 
against overwhelming odds, 
never once giving up hope 
to shatter the United 
defence. 

If McMillan had been 
cooler, he could have scored 
two easy goals himself. 

And Dobinson should 
have given a penalty when 
Pattison was pulled back by 
the hand inside the box. 

(Minutes later the very 
sporting Bobby Charlton 
“equalised”: when Dobinson 
awarded a penalty against 
Queensland for hand-ball, 
he deliberately slammed the 
ball sky-high over the bar). 

Kelly made some spec- 
tacular saves and proved 
himself the equal of any 
goalkeeper in Sydney. 

Of the fullbacks Catch- 
pole stood out while mid- 
field Hosie had the most 
useful game. 

McMillan was the pick 
of the forwards though 
Pattison and Monighan 
also played well. 

Referee Dobinson goofed 
badly * by not penalising 
Manchester in the Pattison 
case. : 

Apart from that, he 
refereed a very clean match 
most competently.
